PARENTS are furious that a pop¬ 
ular children’s swimming pool 
remains closed during the 
current heatwave. 

Tiles have been lifting off the pool 
at the Paradise complex in Ely and 
parents say they have been given no 
indication when it will reopen. 

It is the latest problem to hit the leisure 
facilities, which were closed for almost a 
month earlier this year due to a boiler 
problem. 

Some parents who have paid in advance 
for admission to the pool have complained 
they have not been offered any comp¬ 
ensation by Leisure Connection, the 
organisation which runs the pool on behalf 
of East Cambridgeshire District Council. 

One mother, who has paid in advance for 
a block of swimming lessons for her toddler 
son, said: “It is getting beyond a joke now 

“I get a phone call just the afternoon 
before the lesson to say, yet again, it won’t be 
on. This week makes it five weeks in a row 
the lessons have been cancelled and no one 
is able to tell me when they will be running 
again. 

“With the temperature problems in the 
pool earlier this year my son has actually 
had more lessons cancelled than he has 
attended. Ely deserves a better service from 
the Paradise Pool and a better facility.

ECDC looks 
at plans for 
car parking 


CIVIL parking wardens could be 
used in Ely as part of a county¬ 
wide scheme. 

The involvement with a civil parking 
enforcement scheme has been accepted 
by East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
car parking working group. 

Councillors on the group have also 
agreed in principle to short-stay parking 
in Fore Hill and Newnham Street, and 
maintaining long-stay parking in Barton 
Road. 

The cost of providing off-street parking, 
residents’ parking schemes and other 
issues will be considered at future meet¬ 
ings. 

Cllr Fred Brown, district council leader, 
said: “In the short time the working group 
has been in operation it has been clear 
that there is a chronic shortage of spaces 
in our car parks and we need to generate 
income to offset their costs. 

“This is a challenge which becomes 
even more important as we, along with all 
local authorities, face increased financial 
pressures.

“To run and maintain our car parks 
costs the authority £400,000 a year - in 
these difficult economic times this is a 
burden we can no longer fully absorb. 

“So over the next two months, we will 
be working on plans to see how we can 
progress our proposals to generate 
income and ensure spaces are available 
for those who live, work and visit Ely.” 

Cllr Steve Criswell, cabinet member for 
customer service and transformation at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, said: 
“We are considering carefully the 
implications of moving forward with civil 
parking enforcement across the county. 

“Currently we are seeking feedback 
from the district councils, so it is en¬ 
couraging to hear East Cambridgeshire 
has progressed so far. 

“Later this summer, we will be looking 
at the responses we have had and the 
finances at our disposal ahead of a 
cabinet meeting in the autumn.”

Grant Schapps, Minister of State for 
Housing and Local Government, has 
made it clear that whatever decision 
councils make before May 2011, it may be 
changed by the successor council. 

Cllr Fred Brown, district council leader, 
said: “Following recent correspondence 
from the Government, it became obvious 
that we should stop the consultation on 
this council’s constitutional arrange¬ 
ments. 

“We never wanted to put ourselves in 
the position of imposing change on the 
next council but unfortunately this was 
part of the previous Government’s legis¬ 
lation. 


“Obviously, if the policy is to change 
before the outcome of the consultation is 
known then it is only proper to stop the 
process and not waste resources. 

“It has become clear with the dis¬ 
cussion of ‘big society and localism’, that 
the Government is looking to completely 
change the way councils work. 

“In East Cambridgeshire, we have 
introduced local neighbourhood panels 
and taken on many consultations with 
local communities, including our 
Masterplan process. 

“This approach supports the benefits of 
the coalition Government’s localism 
agenda. This gives us confidence that we 
are moving forward in the right direction 
and our innovation in recent years should 
see us in a strong position to progress in 
the future.”

Bus users 
rate service 

ONE in 10 bus 
passengers in 
Cambridgeshire are not 
satisfied with the 
county’s bus services, a 
new report has found. 
Independent watchdog 
Passenger Focus spoke 
to 1,000 passengers, 
and found the overall 
satisfaction level was 88 
per cent, with 
Stagecoach, the county’s 
biggest operator, rated at 
87 per cent. 

An impressive 91 per 
cent of respondents said 
they were satisfied with 
getting a seat, with 81 
per cent happy with how 
long the journeys took, 
and 80 per cent content 
with the smoothness of 
the ride. 

But just 73 per cent said 
they were happy with 
how long they had to 
wait for a bus, and 72 
per cent were happy with 
bus punctuality. 

Nationally, more than 
18,500 passengers 
participated in a detailed 
investigation of 
passenger journeys. 
Gavin Smith, Passenger 
Focus manager, said: 
“Our research has found 
that most people are 
happy with many 
aspects of bus services 
in Cambridgeshire. 
“However, over a fifth of 
passengers were 
dissatisfied with value for 
money and 23 per cent 
were unhappy with the 
frequency of buses.”

Appeal for an heir 
to save a dying art 


T he ancient British 
tradition of “eel 
catching” passed 
down in the same family 
for 500 years is under 
threat because the last 
surviving catcher is 
struggling to find an heir. 

Peter Carter, 45, has harvested 
the Fen waterways for eels using 
medieval skills passed down over 
20 generations between men 
since 1470. 

The dad-of-one was proudly 
taught by his grandfather how to 
build and lay willow traps to 
catch the eels but sadly has no 
son or grandson who he can pass 
his knowledge to. 

Traditionally the practice has 
always passed to a male heir, and 
his daughter Rhianna, 13, has not 
expressed an interest in following 
her father’s footsteps. 

For hundreds of years eel 
catchers like Peter have laid 
baited willow traps in secret 
locations across the waterways of 
the Fens to snare eels. 

Peter is the last man in Britain 
to still use the traditional willow 
traps, as the remaining eel 
catchers choose to use nets, 
which are more environmentally 
damaging. 

The eels can grow up to the 
length of a man’s arm but 
numbers in Britain’s waterways 
have dropped dramatically over 
the past 30 years. 

Mr Carter said: “I could be the 
last one, it could happen - but I 
hope not because my family has 
been doing it for so long. 

“The younger generations 
don’t want to watch and learn 
how to do this anymore, they 
want to sit indoors playing on 
computers. 

“This job isn’t just about 
putting traps out but 
conservation and helping eel 
stocks. It takes a lifetime to 
learn.”

The first written record of 
traditional eel catching in Peter’s 
family was made in 1470. 

It is conceivable relatives could 
have been practising the art for 
centuries before as many would 
not have been able to read and 
write to document the skill. 

Peter learned how to fish for 
eels from his grandfather Joe 
Wells and was the last in the 
family line to hold the secrets. 

Peter, who does not wear a 
watch, spends the rest of his 
working day selling his eels and 
making more willow traps at his 
workshop in Outwell. He 
estimates he has around 350 
family members living in the 
Fens and met his wife Sian, 43, 


when he was 5 years old. 

The number of eels has 
dwindled over the past 30 years 
and stands at 10 per cent of the 
1970s levels.

Rail link‘vital to UK 
economic recoveiy’ 


UPGRADES to the rail 
network at Ely will be 
vital to secure Britain's 
recovery from recession, 
according to transport 
bosses. 

A report by Network Rail 
said the British economy relies 
on rail freight to the tune of 
£870m a year - with East 
Anglia’s railway playing a 
crucial role in the country’s 
economic recovery. 

Network Rail route director 
Andrew Munden said the 
report’s findings confirm the 
importance of projects like 
Network Rail’s upgrade of the 
line from Felixstowe to Nun¬ 
eaton, which includes imp¬ 
rovements at Ely, Ipswich and

Peterborough. 

Once complete in 2014 the 
upgrade will provide more 
direct journeys for freight 
trains travelling from the Port 
of Felixstowe to the Midlands, 
North West, and Scotland, and 
the potential for faster freight 
journeys to Yorkshire. 

The project will also help 
take around 750,000 lorries off 
Britain’s roads by 2030. 

Mr Munden said: “Britain 
relies on rail freight. More and 
more companies are switching 
to rail and reaping the 
economic and environmental 
benefits. 

“As Britain climbs out of 


recession, Network Rail is 
boosting business by creating 
new opportunities for freight 
transported to and from major 
ports like Felixstowe. 

“Today we are seeing a wide 
variety of goods transported 
by rail. Traditionally, rail freight 
has been dominated by bulk 
products such as steel and 
aggregates - unsuitable for 
road transport - but in¬ 
creasingly consumer goods 
such as foodstuffs, plasma 
screen televisions and even 
Christmas trees arrive by 
train.” 

Between 1999 and 2008 the 
number of containers passing 
through Felixstowe - the 
largest container port in the 
UK - increased by 118 per 
cent, but the number of those 


containers transported by rail 
increased by 165 per cent, 
demonstrating the growing 
market share of rail. 

Adrian Cannard, head of 
planning, East of England 
Local Government Assoc¬ 
iation, said: “The Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton upgrade is great 
news for the East of England, 
which lobbied hard for this 
improvement. 

“Moving much more freight 
by rail is vital if we are to boost 
the economy whilst reducing 
impacts on our roads and the 
environment.” 

Network Rail’s plans will see 
an increasing share of freight 
traffic handled by the railways, 
reducing pressure on cong¬ 
ested roads such as the A12 
andA14.

Chicks perish in farm sheds fire 


MORE than 2,000 young game 
birds died when fire swept 
through sheds on a farm. 

The pheasants died when 
sheds at Barcham Road, Soham, 
caught fire. The blaze is thought 
to have started accidentally due 
to a fault in heating equipment. 

Four fire engines, two from 
Soham, and one each from Ely 
and Burwell, were called to the 
blaze at 9.30am on Sunday. 

Firefighters were at the scene 
for about three and a half hours 
cooling off 12 gas cylinders 
which were involved in the 


blaze. Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said 11 pheasant 
runs were burned in the inci¬ 
dent. It is understood around 
2,500 pheasant chicks died. 

Richard Powell, watch man¬ 
ager at Soham, said: “This was a 
dangerous fire involving a large 
number of LPG cylinders. Fire¬ 
fighters used ground monitors 
to allow them to tackle the fire 
from a safe distance. 

“Fortunately, thanks to the 
swift action of crews, the fire 
was stopped from spreading to 
the remaining sheds.”

“It was scary as he really had to slam

on his brakes. 

“The crossing is far too close to the 
nearby roundabout - it should be 
further away so that drivers don’t have 
to brake so soon after turning off.” 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, former mayor of 
Ely, said: “This crossing is quite dang¬ 
erous as it is so close to a blind corner. 

“I bet there have been many times 
when drivers have gone around the 
corner and the crossing has taken them 
by surprise. 

“This does need sorting as we don’t 
want someone to be hurt, or god forbid 
killed.” 

The pedestrian crossing on Broad 
Street, near the entrance to Jubilee 
Gardens, has also been added to the 
Ely neighbourhood paneEs lists of 
concern. 

A spokesman for Tesco said: “We 
have had no complaints from our 
customers about any crossings on our 
property. 

“We keep the bushes well maintained 
and in fact they were cut back on 
Tuesday morning.”

Babylon rising as 
new tenants arrive 


A CULTURAL hub threat¬ 
ened with closure earlier 
this year has made a 
dramatic turnaround. 

The Babylon Gallery, on 
Waterside, Ely, is now home to 
three organisations. 

Only in February, it was 
announced the building - 
owned by arts and develop¬ 
ment group ADeC - could be 
closed as East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) plan¬ 
ned to scrap the organisation 
and save £25,000 by bringing 
the service in-house. 

The controversial move 
could have seen The Babylon 
Gallery, Ely Cinema, based at 
The Maltings, and all other 
activities ADeC runs closed. 

But there was widespread 
anger and the council’s comm¬ 
unity services committee saved 
it by making cash savings else¬ 
where. 

Now ADeC has officially 
taken on the lease of the build¬ 
ing and welcomed two new 
tenants through the door - Isle 
Interactive and Mole Architects.

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PCT rapped over 
killing of patient 


NHS Cambridgeshire 
has been criticised 
for its poor manage¬ 
ment of an out-of- 
hours GP system that 
led to the death of a 
patient. 

In a damning report by 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion, the primary care trust 
(PCT) was slammed for 
failing to monitor the 
performance of Take Care 
Now, a private company 
providing on-call doctors 
across the county. 

One of those doctors 
was Daniel Ubani, a Ger¬ 
man-registered Nigerian 
GP, who killed Manea 
pensioner David Gray with 
a massive overdose of 
painkillers on his first shift 
in Britain. 

Dr Ubani had slept for 
only a couple of hours the 
night before he gave the 
70-year-old 10 times the 
normal dose of diamor- 
phine.

The watchdog’s report 
found Take Care Now 
“failed to recognise prob¬ 
lems” which could have 
prevented Mr Gray’s death. 

It repeatedly failed to 
respond to alerts over the 
storage of diamorphine 
and similar drug mor¬ 
phine, and had far too few 
staff to run a competent 
out-of-hours service. 

One month before Mr 
Gray’s death in February 
2008, a senior doctor 
warned in a meeting: 
“There is a systematic 
problem ... if we do not 
address this, it is only a 
matter of time before a 
patient is killed.” 

The report said NHS 
Cambridgeshire was at 
fault for its light-touch 
regulation of the private 
providers. 

Apologising to Mr Gray’s 
family, Dr Paul Zollinger- 


Read, chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: 
“We fully accept that there 
are lessons to be learned 
about the way in which 
out-of-hours care is com¬ 
missioned and monitored. 

“NHS Cambridgeshire 
has co-operated fully with 
the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission throughout this 
investigation and we 
accept their report and the 
recommendations made 
within it, many of which 
have already been imple¬ 
mented.” 

Health Secretary Andrew 
Lansley said: “Out-of¬ 
hours care needs urgent 
reform. GPs are best 
placed to ensure patients 
get the care they need, 
when they need it. 

“I am working closely 
with the GMC to ensure 
that foreign healthcare 
professionals are not 
allowed to work in the 
NHS unless they have 
proven their competence 
and language skills.”

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Police applauded for

CONCERNED residents have 
praised police for launching a 
crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour around Ely Cath¬ 
edral. 

They are backing Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary in trying to rid gangs of 
drunken louts from the grounds.

been started on the lawns. 

Elaine Burton, 56, from Stretham, 
said: “I’m delighted to see the police 
are working hard to combat anti¬ 
social behaviour at the cathedral. 

“The cathedral is at the heart of 
East Cambridgeshire, with thousands 
flocking there every year. 

“My husband and I were there only 
three weeks ago and noticed a lot of 
drunk, loud people sitting around on 
the grass. 

“They were shouting all the time 
and you could see people, especially 
the elderly, felt quite uncomfortable. 

“This needs to be stopped immed¬ 
iately - we cannot have people like 
this ruining people’s visit to the 
cathedral.” 

Another relieved resident, Peter 
Eldred, of Fieldside, Ely, said: “It’s 
about time something was done to 


stop anti-social behaviour at the 
cathedral. 

“It’s a beautiful, historic building 
and its grounds should not be abused 
by people who have no respect for it. 

“I hope the police stick to their 
word and work hard to stop drunks 
from gathering there. 

“The last thing residents and 
tourists want while wandering the 
cathedral grounds are people stagg¬ 
ering around and being abusive.” 

Residents had raised the issue at 
their local neighbourhood panel 
meetings and police had made 
“alcohol-fuelled, anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the environs of the cathedral” 
their top priority. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Regular patrols are being conducted 
in the area and those causing 
problems are being moved on or dealt 
with in the most appropriate way. 

“We will keep close tabs on 
incidents at the cathedral and if 
matters continue, a dispersal order 
could be considered.”

Woman 
Is shot 
twice 
In head 

A WOMAN is in hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge after a shooting incident in a 
village left a man dead and a baby 
injured. 

Paramedics said a 40-year-old woman was 
shot twice in the forehead and a month-old 
boy suffered a bump to the head at an 
address in Feltwell, Norfolk, at around 11am 
on Monday. 

About an hour later a 52-year-old man 
died after suffering gunshot wounds to the 
head near the address, said an ambulance 
service spokesman. 

Police said the man and the woman were 
“known to each other” and detectives were 
not looking for anyone else in connection 
with the incident. 

Sources said the weapon used was a pistol 
and one theory was that the man shot the 
woman, then himself. 

Paramedics said the woman was being 
treated at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, and her 
condition was not life threatening. 

The baby, who sources said was thought 
to have been dropped during the incident, 
was also taken to hospital. 

“The first call was received at 11.14am 
after a 40-year-old woman was shot twice in 
the forehead at an address on Oak Street,” 
said an ambulance service spokeswoman. 

“She, along with a one-month-old boy, 
who had suffered a bump to the head during 
the incident, was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by land ambulance. She was 
conscious and breathing normally and her 
injuries were not thought to be immediately 
life threatening. 

“At 12.11pm paramedics went to the same 
address where there were reports of a 52- 
year-old man outside also suffering gunshot 
wounds to the head. Crews carried out CPR 
but at 12.31pm he was declared dead on 
scene.” 

Police said officers were called to the 
address after “concerns were raised for the 
safety of a female”. 

The police spokesman added: “It’s 
believed that the people involved in this 
incident were known to each other and there 
is no threat to the wider community.” 
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War survivor and 
lollipop lady dies

THE queen of 
Cambridgeshire’s 
lollipop ladies has 
died. 

Betty Challis was a 
school crossing pat¬ 
roller at Witchford - 
and was awarded the 
MBE in 2003 for her 
dedication to the job. 

She safely shepherd¬ 
ed thousands of young 
children to and from 
their lessons at the 
Rackham Church of 
England Primary 
School in the village, 
over a period of nearly 
40 years. 

Her son David said 
she was much-loved by 
people in the village. 

He said: “She was 80, 
but had still been doing 
the lollipop duties in 
her late 70s. She had to 
give it up in 2007 after 
doing it for 37 years. 

“Sadly she was suff¬ 
ering from Alzheimer’s 
disease and pneumonia 
when she died at the 
Woodlands Care Centre 
in Cambridge.” 

Mrs Challis was born 
in Cambridge, and was 
one of the few survivors 
of the most horrific 
bombing raid on the 
city during the Second 
World War, the attack 
on Vicarage Terrace. 



Seventy years ago 
this June, a German 
aircraft dropped two 
2501b bombs on the 
city, demolishing a 
block of houses and 
killing nine people, five 
of them children. Mrs 
Challis, then just 10, 
watched with her 
mother and father as 
the bombs missed their 
home and flattened 
homes nearby. 

In an interview with 
the Weekly News five 
years ago, she said: 
“Had the bombs hit a 


second or so earlier, it 
would have been our 
house that was dest¬ 
royed.” 

Mrs Challis, who was 
also awarded a Cam¬ 
bridge News Millen¬ 
nium Medal for comm¬ 
unity service in 2000, 
moved to Witchford 
after marrying her 
husband Arthur. He 
died less than three 
months ago. 

The couple leave two 
sons, a daughter and 
five grandchildren. Her 
funeral will take place 


at Cambridge Cremat¬ 
orium next Thursday. 

Sid Wales, head of the 
school at Witchford, 
said: “It wasn’t just her 
fantastic work on cross¬ 
ing patrol that earned 
her the MBE - she did a 
lot for charity too, 
including raising funds 
for the school. 

“She knew the names 
of all the children every 
year and, of course, of 
their parents, who were 
also pupils at one time. 
She was an amazing 
lady.”

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Teenager hit by meningitis 
is walking back to happiness 



B uzzing about 
the kitchen - 
making a 

cuppa, checking her 
mobile, fussing the 
dog and all the time 
chatting away - 
Nicole Wilson is a 
bundle of energy. 

The 18-year-old has just 
returned from a shopping 
expedition; when she 
finally settles on the sofa, 
she has to move a bulging 
Dorothy Perkins bag out of 
the way 

“It’s actually a present 
for my boyfriend’s mum,” 
explains Nicole. “I love 
buying presents. People 
have done so many nice 
things for me; I like to do 
nice things for other 
people. It’s all about 
spreading the love, isn’t it?” 

Judging by her smiley 
face and sunny 
disposition, you’d think 
Nicole hadn’t a care in the 
world. In fact, for the last 
two years, every day has 
been a battle. 

Just before her 17^ 
birthday, while on holiday 
in Cyprus, Nicole 
contracted meningitis. A 
potentially deadly brain 
infection, it led to blood 
poisoning and left Nicole 
in a coma fighting for her 
life. 

“At one point, they said 
it would be a miracle if I 
survived the night,” 


When teenager Nicole was struck down with meningitis, doctors 
said she would need “a miracle” to survive the night. Now, despite 
losing both legs below the knee, most of her fingers and the sight in 
one eye, she’s back on her feet and looking forward to the future. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


explains the teenager from 
Sutton, near Ely. “They 
gave me a JO per cent 
chance. But here I am - 
I’m still here...” 

Since coming out of the 
coma, Nicole has endured 
a staggering 22 operations. 
She’s lost the sight in one 
eye, most of her fingers 
and both legs below the 
knee. Her kidneys have 
failed, meaning she’s 
reliant on thrice-weekly 
dialysis. And her body was 
thrown into early 
menopause, which means 
she may never have 
children. 

“I do try to be positive, 
but it is very, very, very 
hard sometimes,” admits 
Nicole. “I can still 
remember being told my 
legs had to be amputated: 
it was horrible - it still is 
horrible now, to be honest. 
I don’t think I’ll ever get 
over it. 

“But I do put a brave 
face on. You have to, don’t 
you? You have to get on 
and make the most of 
things. And I truly believe 
that things happen for a 
reason, even if, to start 
with, you don’t really know 


what that reason is.” 

Before Nicole fell ill, she 
was a keen dancer: on 
leaving school, she won a 
place at the famous Italia 
Conti dance academy. “I’d 
always loved dancing, 
since I was little,” she 
remembers. “But, after a 
week at Italia Conti, I 
decided I didn’t like it and 
came home. I went off on 
holiday planning to return 
to studying when I got 
back, but my plans got cut 
short...” 

One morning, a few 
days into the holiday, 
Nicole woke up feeling 
poorly: tired, achy and 
burning hot. Away with a 
friend and her parents, the 
teenager says she tried to 
pull herself out of it, 
dressing and going to lie 
by the pool. But, unable to 
face food or drink, Nicole 
just felt progressively 
worse; getting in the water, 
in attempt to cool down, 
by the time she got out she 
could barely walk - the 
aching in her ankle joints 
had turned into shooting 
pain. 

“Painful joints is actually 
a symptom of meningitis, 


not that I knew that at the 
time,” she adds. “I went 
back to the hotel room to 
have a lie down, but I had 
to get up every five 
minutes to be sick. My 
friend got her mum who 
called another lady who 
was on holiday with us - 
she was a nurse and she 
said we should go to 
hospital, just to be on the 
safe side.” 

Nicole noticed two little 
red pinpricks had 
appeared on her leg. 
“That’s when ‘meningitis’ 
first went through my 
head; everybody 
associates a rash with 
meningitis,” she says. “But 
I was sent home again and 
told to just take 
paracetamol and drink 
plenty of water.” 

Late that night, Nicole’s 
health took a dramatic 
dive. Still being sick, 
aching all over and 
burning hot, she stumbled 
to the bathroom and 
noticed that almost her 
entire body was covered in 
violent red pinpricks. 

The red marks, signs of 
the spreading infection in 
Nicole’s bloodstream, were 
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the size ‘of coins, like five 
pence pieces and two 
pence pieces’. Each has 
left a scar on her skin; in 
total, she’s got 178 scars 
across her body. 

“They were coming up 
every five seconds,” she 
recounts. “And I was 
getting breathless. I 
thought it was because I 
was panicking - in fact, 
my lungs were filling up 
with fluid.” 

The adults called the 
hospital, where staff said 
Nicole should hang on 
and come back in the 
morning. But the nurse 
she was holidaying with 
insisted she return to 
hospital straight away. “If 
I’d waited I wouldn’t be 
here,” says Nicole. “It’s as 
simple as that.” 

Swiftly transferred to a 
second hospital, Nicole 
says everything passed in 
a blur. “By that stage I 
couldn’t walk; one thing I 
do remember is the 
doctor carrying me out to 
the ambulance in his 
arms, like a baby,” she 
says. “And the rash was 
changing colour, turning 
black.” 

Moved to a third 
hospital, deemed best 
equipped to help her, 
Nicole slipped into a 
coma; it was, she admits, 
touch and go whether 
she’d survive the night. 

She was diagnosed with a 
bacterial form of 
meningitis (inflammation 
of the protective 
membranes round the 
brain, known as the 
meninges). The infection 
had developed into blood 
poisoning - meningo¬ 
coccal septicaemia. Her 
blood pressure was 
plummeting, her kidneys 
and adrenal system had 
ceased to work and her 
heart was weak. 

Yet, wired up to a 
ventilator, a dialysis 
machine and endless 
drips, Nicole fought on; 12 
days later, she opened her 
eyes. “I couldn’t move 
anything, not even an 
eyelid,” she recalls. “It was 
so scary. To start with I 
thought I must have been 
in a car accident. I hadn’t a 


clue I had meningitis...” 

By that stage, Nicole’s 
parents had flown out to 
be with her. She and her 
dad were helicoptered 
back to the UK, where she 
was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s; on route, 
her heart stopped beating 
and she had to be 
resuscitated. “On that 
journey I thought ‘This is 
it now, I’m not going to 
make it’,” she recounts. 
“People who’ve had near¬ 
death experiences always 
say they could see a white 
light and I did see one. 

And I had all these weird 
dreams about angels... ” 

Back in Cambridge, 
Nicole still wasn’t out of 
danger. In intensive care 
for weeks, she battled 
pneumonia and suffered 
two serious stomach 
bleeds: every time she 
seemed to be getting 
stronger, she suffered a 
setback. 

Keeping her legs and 
hands wrapped in foil, to 
encourage blood 
circulation, doctors fought 
to save them. But the 
septicaemia had caused 
irreversible damage; 
gradually, the medics had 
to admit defeat - and tell 
Nicole she would lose 
most of her fingers and 
both legs. 

“It is hard to get your 
head round something 
like that,” adds Nicole. “If 
I’m honest, I didn’t think 
I’d walk again.” 

After six months in 
hospital, Nicole came 
home, in a wheelchair, 
just in time for Christmas 
2008. She says her parents 
- Bev and Wayne, who 
both quit work to care for 
her - were “amazing”, and 
credits her older sisters 
Carly and Stacey, her 
nanas Shirley and Janet 
and her auntie Lesley with 
helping her cope. 

Thanks to intensive 
rehab, her family’s 
encouragement and her 
own determination, 

Nicole has learned how to 
write, eat and even walk 
again: now the proud 
owner of two sets of state- 
of-the-art prosthetic legs - 
one a pair of bouncy 


running blades - she is 
literally back on her feet. 

Nicole’s legs, which cost 
an incredible £36,000, 
were paid for thanks to 
friends, family and even 
strangers who’ve made 
donations and held 
fundraisers. 

“I can’t thank those 
people enough,” she adds. 
“Someone came to the 
door the other day with 
£600 then, a couple of 
days later, someone else 
came round with another 
£700. They’ve been so 
generous.” All the money 
is going into a special 
trust. 

The next major hurdle 
is, she says, getting a new 
kidney. With neither of her 
parents eligible to donate 
a kidney, Nicole is 
currently on the donor 
waiting list. 

Against the odds, Nicole 
has regained 95 per cent 
use of her hands. 
Determined to be 
independent, she’s taught 
herself howto do 
everything from her own 
hair and make-up to 
getting in and out of the 
bath unaided. 

Looking to the future, 
Nicole is currently 
working towards an NVQ 
in beauty therapy and has 
just passed her driving 
test. Among her ambitions 
is raising public 
awareness of meningitis. 

“I don’t think people 
realise quite how serious it 
can be,” she adds. “If 
anyone has a high 
temperature, sickness, 
aching joints I’d say ‘Get 
yourself checked out’: it’s 
better to be safe than 
sorry.” 

Having meningitis has, 
Nicole admits, changed 
her life completely. “I do 
feel angry sometimes, but 
I know none of this is 
anyone’s fault, it’s just the 
way the world goes,” she 
adds. “And it’s made me 
look at life differently: I 
don’t take anything for 
granted and I live every 
day as if it could be my 
last, which is no bad thing, 
is it?”

Extreme players take music on walking tour 


A TEACHER renowned for 
his extreme fundraising 
stunts will take on a new 
challenge this month. 

King’s School Ely 
teacher and cellist James 
Rees, 30, will walking the 
coast-to-coast path 
across northern England, 
carrying his cello and 
performing to people 
along the way. 

Mr Rees and fellow

They raised a similar 
amount in 2008 playing 
on the summits of the 
tallest mountains in 
Scotland, England, Wales 
and Ireland.

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Channel swimmer is a winner 



INSPIRATIONAL young¬ 
sters have been rewarded 
for their efforts in the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Spicers Young 
Person of the Year awards. 

Cambridge man Edward Will¬ 
iams was named the overall 
winner, but several Fenland 
youngsters also walked away with 
prizes last week. 

Mr Williams was presented 
with £1,000, including £500 for 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hospices.

Way, has swum the English 
Channel and Lake Windermere, 
and raised £70,000 for Prostate 
Cancer Research and EACH.

Edward was nominated by his 
fiancee Rebecca Carder.

Alan Ball, managing director of 
Sawston-based Spicers, told 
guests at the Cambridgeshire 
Young People of the Year present¬ 
ation evening that Edward was “a 
wonderful role model for the 
younger generation. 

“He has taken something he is 
very passionate about - swim¬ 
ming - to set up a business. But 


he has also used this to help 
others less fortunate than himself 
by undertaking immense phys¬ 
ical challenges that have raised 
tens of thousands of pounds.” 

And the Spicers boss added: “If 
all young people followed this 
great example the economic 
crisis would be a distant memory 
and all companies would have 
social responsibility at their core.”

Emma Greaves, co¬ 
ordinator of the Ely, Little 
Downham and 
Haddenham groups, is 
urging people to sign up. 
It comes just months 
after a call for new 
members in Little 
Downham and 
Haddenham and the 
majority of those places 
have now been filled. 
Miss Greaves, from Ely, 
was at the recent 
Wicken Fete to talk to 
residents and visitors 
about how they could 
help. 

And with the fete’s 
superhero theme, she 
said the feedback from 
people was “brilliant”. 
She said: “First 
responders really are 
modern day heroes. 
“Even in the small village 
of Wicken the group has 
attended an average of 
one call-out every 
month since it went live. 
“In three years, they 
have helped people 
suffering heart attacks, 
strokes, breathing 
difficulties, fits, chest 
pains and near- 
drownings. 

“But like all groups, 
Wicken’s responders 
want to provide 24-hour 
cover, seven days a 
week.” 

Wicken co-ordinator, Jill 
MacRae, added: “In 
2009, Wicken’s group 
was on call for 4,291 
hours, the equivalent of 
more than 178 24-hour 
periods, and attended 11 
casualties. 

“But that leaves 4469 
hours when nobody was 
on call - more than half 
the year. 

“We’d like to cover 
every minute of every 
day, but there simply 
aren’t enough of us.”

EVERY night, the dream world 
provides a temporary and blissful 
escape from reality. As we slip into 
an unconscious haze, the brain 
downloads all of the useless 
information we’ve absorbed during 
the day, files anything important and 
reboots. 

Occasionally our dreams can be so 
vivid we could swear they were real, 
and it’s this tantalising confusion of 
fact with fantasy that underpins 
Christopher Nolan’s hugely 
ambitious thriller. 

Inception heaves at the seams with 
complex scientific ideas that demand 
patience from the audience. 

As Batman Begins and The Dark 
Knight proved, the writer-director can 
orchestrate action sequences with 
aplomb but the vicarious, adrenaline- 
charged thrills of this film are purely 
a sideshow unless you understand 
and accept the script’s meticulous, 
twisted logic. Those who take the 
leap with Nolan are in for a mind- 
bending treat. 


In the hi-tech world of corporate 
espionage, brilliant thief Dorn Cobb 
(DiCaprio) and his team are 
unparalleled. They infiltrate the minds 
of powerful men and women and 
when the unsuspecting targets enter 
the fragile dream state, Dorn 
plunders their subconscious of its 
priceless secrets. 

Powerful businessman Saito 
(Watanabe) approaches Cobb with a 
proposition: to plant a single idea in 
the mind of rival Robert Fischer Jr 
(Murphy) before he inherits the 
company from his terminally ill 
father, Maurice (Postlethwaite). 

Dorn enlists the services of regular 
right-hand man Arthur (Gordon- 
Levitt), novice dream architect 


Ariadne (Page), talented forger 
Eames (Hardy) and chemist Yusuf 
(Rao), who mixes the powerful 
sedative that allows them to slip into 
dreams within dreams within 
dreams. 

However, Dorn conceals a terrible 
secret from the team: the projection 
of his self-destructive late wife, Mai 
(Cotillard), could escape his dreams 
and sabotage the entire mission. 

By the team realises the threat, it’s 
already too late. 

Inception is elegantly realised and 
editor Lee Smith cuts back and forth 
between the different dreamscapes 
with flair, showing how events in one 
supposed reality have dramatic 
repercussions in another.

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Taste of the orient, fresh 
from your veggie patch 


C hecking out the 
price of bags of 
oriental greens at 
the supermarket is 
enough to make most 
gardeners want to grow 
their own. 

You can pay pounds for bags 
of mixed greens which add 
flavour to tangy salads and 
quick stir-fries, but all too often 
you don’t use the whole bag in 
one sitting, so the rest is left 
hanging around in the fridge 
until it turns into an inedible 
green soggy mass. 

It would be so much easier 
to pick the leaves you need 
straight from your garden, so 
there’s less waste and 
guaranteed freshness. 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, tested 
14 types of oriental veg to see 
how well they can grow either 
in your vegetable patch or in 
containers on the patio. 

Researchers grew eight leafy 
vegetables in 30cm containers 
filled with peat-free compost. 
One pot of each was treated as 
a cut-and-come-again crop, 
while a second pot was left to 
produce larger plants. All were

sown three times - in late 
March, late May and late July. 
Slower growing veg were grown 
in the ground. 

Cut-and-come-again crops 
which were trialled included 
mizuna, mustard greens and 
amaranth, while other popular 
veg included pak choi, Chinese 
cabbage and giant radishes. 

Among the easiest and 
quickest was mizuna, which 
can be added to salads and stir 
fries and is best grown on its 
own as it can outgrow and 
swamp most other salad 
plants. As a baby leaf it 
produced 300g per pot from a 
March sowing from the first cut 
and 185g from the second cut. 
Summer sowings proved less 
prolific and the young plants 
were damaged by flea beetles. 

The tests found pak choi, 


which is delicious lightly 
steamed and served with garlic 
and oyster sauce, is easy to 
grow from seed, although it’s 
slower than other oriental 
greens. The best results were 
seen from the early sowing but 
later batches were also 
successful so it’s worth planting 
throughout the summer, 
although not just after 
midsummer when it will bolt. 

Chinese cabbage is best 
allowed to grow into a mature 
plant so it was grown in the 
ground. It was sown into small 
pots in mid-June and planted 
out in July - don’t sow any 
earlier or it will bolt - and 
forms a dense heart like an 
iceberg lettuce. You’ll need to 
cover it in fine netting to keep 
caterpillars at bay and it may 
be susceptible to mildew and 
mealy aphid, although the 
outer leaves can be thrown 
away. In the tests, when 
harvested, each head weighed 
just over lOOg. 

Mustard greens, which have 
a strong, peppery flavour, are 
also best used as a cut-and- 
come-again crop to perk up 
salads. The most successful 
sowing in the trial was the 
earliest sowing of the large- 
leaved ‘Red Giant’, as later 


sowings suffered from flea 
beetle damage. Other types 
worth trying are ‘Golden 
Streaks’ and ‘Green Frills’. 

Amaranth, which if allowed 
to grow larger can be cooked 
like spinach, did better from 
later sowings, producing plants 
up to 25cm tall which didn’t 
attract flea beetles and was less 
prone to bolting. It can also be 
used as a cut-and-come-again 
crop to add to baby leaf salads. 

Among the most impressive- 
looking vegetables were mooli 
and beauty heart radishes. 
Mooli was sown in mid-July, 
thinned to 30cm apart and by 
late August they had produced 
massive white roots weighing 
up to 750g each and are ideally 
used grated in salads. Beauty 
heart produced large round 
roots with brightly coloured 
centres, sown similarly to 
mooli. Researchers found that 
the quality was variable and 
concluded that this type of 
radish needs a long, warm 
summer. 

Most of the veg tested are 
members of the cabbage 
family, suffering from the same 
pests, so you have to be vigilant 
against slugs and snails, flea 
beetles, cabbage white 
caterpillars and mealy aphids.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Achillea 

These pretty, fragile-looking 
perennials fit in many garden 
settings. Their wispy, feathery 
green leaves make an attractive 
foil for other border plants, 
while their flat, plate-like 


flower clusters come in avast 
array of colours. 

Most achilleas are drought- 
tolerant, preferring a sunny 
spot, and will flower from May 
to August. 

Some of the taller varieties 
need staking and can be 
invasive, so check with your 
garden centre or nursery 
before buying. 

Achilleas should be lifted 
and divided every three years 
or so, in autumn or spring. Cut 
back tatty foliage in March to 
encourage new shoots.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME 



Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO:

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Lewis Hamilton: Points out that ESC has 
potential to save 250 lives a year. 

Many Brits say 
ESC is ‘pointless’ 

A CAR anti-skid protection system that too 
few Britons are using has been displayed in 
Bedfordshire by motor racing star Lewis 
Hamilton. 

Only two in five drivers know of the 
existence of electronic stability control (ESC) 
with an AA/Populus poll showing that more 
than a quarter of 18 to 34-year-olds see the 
system as pointless. 

ESC was shown off on Tuesday by 
Hamilton - who finished second in Sunday’s 
British Grand Prix - at a safety event at the 
Millbrook Proving Ground. 

The AA said that although ESC has the 
potential to save 250 lives a year in the UK, 
car showroom staff had not promoted the 
system enough. 

While 27-28 per cent of 18 to 34-year-olds 
saw ESC as pointless, only 13-14 percent 
of over-55s shared this view, the AA said. 

Only a third of Britons wanted the system 
in their next car compared with 60 per cent 
of Germans. 

AA president Edmund King said: “Buyers 
of new cars in the UK place much reliance 
on what we are told by sales staff at garages 
but it appears that many are not told about 
ESC. 

“We hope the Choose ESC campaign will 
inform UK motorists about the next best 
safety device since the seat-belt and prompt 
them to ask for it when they buy a car.”

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‘All we want Is decent roads 
to ride on’, say motorcyclists 



MOTORCYCLE riders think 
that the most important 
thing the new Government 
should do for motorcyclists 
is improve road conditions, 
according to a Motor Cycle 
News survey, 

The poll, carried out for Ride 
to Work Day July 21, was 
responded to by more than 6,500 
people. 

Almost half (43 per cent) of the 
motorcyclists interviewed 
believe improving road 
conditions is the priority. This 
was closely followed by 
improving car driver’s awareness 
of motorcyclists (36 per cent). 

One in ten riders think the 
Government should reduce the 
road tax in line with the journey 
efficiency of motorcycles and 11 
per cent would like to see the use 
of bikes in bus lanes expanded. 

Just under a quarter (24 per

cent) of the riders surveyed use 
their motorcycle to commute 
daily and a further 22 per cent of 
riders are using their bikes a few 
times a week, demonstrating 
that almost half of the UK’s 
riders regularly commute to 
work.
